EXETER VICTORIOUS IN FOOTBALL 


For the Third Successive Year the New Hampshire Boys 
Win. Punchard High vs. Exeter High Tomorrow 
Afternoon at Exeter. 


For the third straight year Andover was trounced by Exeter in the annual 
football game played at Exeter on last Saturday afternoon, the score being 37 to 7, 
Although Andover had a good team, Exeter’s was so much superior that Andover 
was no match for the New Hampshire boys. The local boys put up a brave fight 
and contested every bit of ground gained by the Red, hut they met a well-groomed 
and determined machine, coached for the third year by “Tad” Jones, and their 
superior knowledge of the game was clearly demonstrated time and again. Only 
once did Andover show the dash and fight that has beep the rule of Andover 
teams of years gone by, and this came in the third period when by some extraor- 
dinary playing they pushed the ball down the field for a touchdown. 

Some individual stars were developed on both teams and their work stood 
out noticeably on occasions. For Exeter, Captain Kempton played a great game. 
He ran his team splendidly and made some of the longest gains of the day. His 
interference while running with the ball was all that could be desired and it was 
in this department particularly. that the Exeter team shone. For Andover, Ashley 
made the longest gains of the day, his two runs of 20 and 30 yards putting the 
Blue in a position to score in the third period. He ran the team with good judg- 
ment and was strong on the defense. Captain Gleason started the game at left 
tackle, but stayed in only five minutes owing to injuries. Rowe, who played left 
halfback for Andover, was the most seriously injured, receiving a broken collar- 
bone, and was compelled to retire.

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A Round-About Paper 


Almost every day lately the news- 
papers report the sinking of all kinds 
of ships by submarines, torpedoes or 
mines. I used to recite a rather nice 
little piece (written by a woman, I 
think). I only mind the first lines of 
it: 

“‘The sea, the sea, the open sea, 
The blue, the fresh, the ever free.” 
Today a poet might write ‘‘The sea, the 

sea, the dangerous sea.” 

They go on sinking ships with hun- 
dreds of women and children on board 
and think no more of it than I do of 
killing house flies with a “fly squat”. 


How long this devilish business may 
last, no one can tell. Germany and 
Austria are the greatest sinners as to 
this women and children killing, and 
consider all our letters about it as just 
“scraps of paper.”. They remind me of 
the highland man when he was stealing 
a piece of cloth to make a kilt with, and 
was told by the old woman of the house 
that he would have to pay for that at 
the last day. Donald just said that as 
the credit was so long “he will just 
took another kilt for my cousin Sandy!” 


Secretary Lansing has sent along, 
15,000-word letter to the British gov- 
ernment telling them that we are tired 
of the way they are doing with Ameri- 
can ships en route to Copenhagen with 
cargoes of wheat and foodstuffs. It is 
an open secret that sending wheat to 
Copenhagen is just sending it to Ger- 
many. 

The Allies are in a life and death 
struggle and are trying to starve their 
enemy. The British do not destroy 
these German or Copenhagen-bound 
ships but just take them into a British 
port; whether they are right or wrong 
in so doing, Earl Grey will just answer 
our long letter by telling us that His 
Majesty’s Government is willing to 
abide by the decision of an International 
Court, but meanwhile they will try to 
starve Germany by keeping ships laden 
with foodstuffs from any country in the 
world, out of Copenhagen or Germany. 
I am not a lawyer or an expert on the 
rights of neutrals at sea, and I cannot 
say who is right or who is wrong in 
this foodstuff quarrel. Of one thing I 
feel certain and that is that this matter 


will be arranged to the satisfaction of 
both parties. 


Today the cry by the jingo party, 
headed by Roosevelt, Congressman 
Gardner and many other good American 
citizens, is to make this big country a 
military camp and spend I don’t know 
how many millions of dollars on war- 
ships, flying machines, and I don’t know 
how many things they call submarines, 
so as to be prepared for war. Then 
President Wilson and his party propose 
in a sensible, business-like way to in- 
crease our armaments, and then Bryan 
and his party say that this elaborate 
preparedness does not prevent war but 
rather tends to make war, and say that 
Germany prepared for fifty years and 
then ‘“‘cried havoc and let loose the 
dogs of war.” 

This word preparedness puts me in 
mind of one of Mr. Bell’s stories. [| 
refer to Mr. Bell, the author of the 
“Wee Macgregor,” etc., etc., who was 
a few years ago working in a grocery 
store for five dollars a week, and when 
he wrote the “‘Wee Macgregor” could 
not get anyone to print it. Today Mr. 
Bell can ask almost any price he likes 
for his Scotch short stories. Well, 
after this digression about Mr. Bell, 
his preparedness story I will try to put 
in as few words as .possible. An old 
man, after reading about the, comet 
which was to fall from somewhere and 
blot out this world, sent for the minis- 
ter and got prepared for the comet, 
However, he had the comet on the brain 
and asked all visitors if they were pre- 
pared. An old acquaintance, Duncan 
Brown, called to see him and when 
asked if he was prepared, took out a 
bottle of whiskey from one pocket and 
a bottle of gin from the other, and 
said, ‘“‘No so bad,” and putting his 
preparedness on the table told the old 
man that the comet had to be met by 
spiritual things! 

I will not say any more about pre- 
paredness just now, but only note that 
in an old book a man, by trade a tent- 
maker, whose name was Paul, told us 
the best kind of armour to put on for 
life’s battle, and if his advice was 
followed, war would not be possible as 
everybody would be prepared! (Eph- 
esians Chapter 6 verses 11-17).

Women and Jury Duty 


The following quotation is from a 
speech by Samuel J. Elder: 


“‘One thing we frequently hear is the 
cry that if women are allowed to vote 
they will have to serve on juries. ‘How 
would you like to have your wife or 
daughter sitting up all night in a jury 
room with comparatively unknown 
men?’ ‘Well,’ I answer, ‘I should not 
like it at all, but what is the connection 
between voting and serving on juries? 
No more than between voting and serv- 
ing on the police force or in the army.’ 


“Tf gentlemen will have the kindness) } 
to look at the Massachusetts statutes, 
they will find that thirty-two classes of 
voters are already exempted from jury 
duty. Let me tell you a few of them: 
The Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, 
members of the council, of the Senate 
and of the House; judges of the courts, 
registers of probate and of deed, attor- 
neys at law, settled ministers of the 
gospel, officers of colleges, preceptors 
and teachers of incorporated academies, 
registered practicing physicians and sur- 
geons, cashiers of banks, ferrymen, men 
over sixty-five years old, the militia, 
members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, conductors and 
engine drivers of railroad trains, and 
teachers in public schools. 

"Tt is probably now clear that women, 
though given suffrage, would not be-’ 
come eligible as jurors, but if there is 
any doubt about it, a thirty-third ‘ex- 
ception would certainly’ be added and 
give women the same,exception which * 
applies to thirty-two classes of men,”

Will You Help a United Citizens’

We wonder how many of the rank and 

file of the people of Andover have any 

conception of the disturbed state of 
mind all over the country at the present 
time, on account of the rapidly mount- 
ing cost of government.

has been discussed in this column a 

number of times during the past five 

years, but perhaps with too little direct 
application to the particular com- 
munity of Andover. 

A recent charge was made that cost 
of government in Boston was increasing 
at an alarming extent, and probably 
there is some truth in this contention, 
but it wouldn’t be a bad plan for the 
citizens of Andover, for example, to 
spend a little time in consideration of 
what is happening in our own little 
bailiwick. The Townsman is now 
making some pretty extensive studies 
of the trend in Andover for the last 
twenty years, and will bring these 
studies to the attention of the voters 
before the next town meeting. Enough 
attention has been given to the sub- 
| ject to lead to the belief that when the 
| voters realize what is going on, there 
is going to be a pretty thorough clean- 
ing up here in our own community.

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| LECTURE ON PARSIFAL 


Rev. William G. Poor Gave Instruc- 
tive Talk Before Men’s Club of-

“Parsifal’’, delivered by Rev. William

Mr. Poor’s clear voice and distinct 
ennunciation were enjoyable and from 
the lecture itself it was seen that he 
had made a very extensive study of his 
subject.

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An Old Site 


In the October issue of the Towns- 
man something was said in regard to 
the time the Shattuck place had been 
in the hands of the ancestors of the 
present owners. I think the site of this 
farm was originally a part of the Benja- 
min Abbott grant of division land. In 
1728 (I have a deed so dated) Sarah, 
the mother of Ben Abbott’s four boys, 
divided her estate, and she gave David 
and Sam the Merrimac woods division 
on which they then dwelt, and-to Nathan 
the Buzzill and Preston estates she 
bought for him, (latest Stephen D. and 
Nathan B. estates,) ete. Ben, the oldest 
got the place part originally her hus- 
band’s homestead, a later part now the 
site of the present old house taken over 
from William Ballard (2), a neighbor, 
who left for Connecticut, and in my 
opinion the new house of Ben (3) was 
built on the Ballard site in between 
1722 and 1729. He had at the later 
date a second wife who. was his cousin 
up on the John Lovejoy Abbott place 
now Bartlett’s, and T think she had so 
good a dower that with the gift of 
Mother Sarah Farnum, widow of Ben 
Abbott (2), they were able to replace 
the oldest house with something like 
the one which John (2); the head of the 
family, lived in. I am quite sure about 
the Ballard site as the land lay both 
sides of the river and the Boston and 
Maine Railroad cut through it at last, 
and later deeds allude to the Ballards 
still left on the east side. The older 
Ballard place, now Homer Foster’s, lay 
just east of the share this son, Wm. (2), 
took, at the time the estate was divided 
after his father’s death in 1689. William 
Ballard (2) may have built the present 
house about 1690, before he left for 
Connecticut, about 1708. ; 

David Abbott (3), up in the woods on 
the river, always lved opposite his 
granddaughter, Phebe Abbott’s new 
home till his death in 1753.

Mindful that nations, as well as 
individuals, are under His care, de- 
pendent on Him, and responsible to 
Him, let us pray for our common- 
wealth and our country, that He may 
inspire the councils of those who gov- 
ern, and give them wisdom, courage 
and strength to fulfil the arduous 
duties which confront them; and also 
that He may aid and guide us, citi- 
zens of the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, to be true to the principles 
and high ideals of a free people, un- 
stained by corruption, untarnished by 
selfish motive.

HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK 
UPLIFTER OF HIS RACE 


Death of Booker T. Washington, Who 
Was Born In Slavery 
Tuskegee, La., Nov. 15,—Booker 
T. Washington, recognized leader of 
the negro people of America and 
principal of Tuskegee institute for 

negroes, located here, died here. 

Hardening of the arteries, follow- 
ing a nervous breakdown, caused 
death four hours after Washington ar- 
rived here from New York. 

A widow, three children and four 
grandchildren survive. John H. 
Washington, a brother, is superin- 
tendent of industries at Tuskegee in- 
stitute. : 

Washington was born in slavery 
near Hale’s Ford, Va., in 1867 or 
1868. After the emancipation of his 
race he moved with his family to 
West Virginia. He was an ambi- 
tious boy and saved his money for an 
education. In 1881 he organized the 
industrial school for negroes at Tus- 
kegee, to which he devoted most of 
his attention during the remaining 
years of his life. . 

The institute started in a rented 
shanty church with thirty pupils and 
today it owns 3500 acres of land in 
Alabama and has nearly 100 build- 
ings, valued at $500,000, It has 
about 2000 students.

THE COST OF ELECTRIC LAMPS 


Electric lamp bulbs costs but a few 
cents each.
